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THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET 


Supplies  of  American  apples  reaching  the  British  market  are  still 
far  in  excess  of  demand  and  shippers  may  expect,  poor  returns  if  the  pre- 
sent rate  of  export  is  kept  up,  according  to  a  cable  received  from  Mr. 
Edwin  Smith,  Fruit  Specialist  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture in  Europe.     The  Liverpool  market  is  shoring  continued  weakness  for 
barreled  apples.    American  barreled  varieties  in  general  are  arriving  im- 
mature, lacking  in  color  and  with  poor  eating  quality.    JffSW  crop  apples 
from  Nova  Scotia  are  now  beginning  to  arrive,  states  Mr.  Smith.  Supplies 
of  home  grown  apples  are  plentiful  and  lov7  in  price  although  much  of  the 
fruit  is  of  poor  duality. 

Prices  of  barreled  apples  in  general  were  slightly  lower  than  last 
week  but  boxesi  varieties  were  maintained  at  about  the  same  level.  The 
demand  on  the  Liverpool  auction  on  Wednesday,  September  14  was  slow  for 
practically  all  varieties  except  Virginia  Jonathans.    There  was  a  moderate 
demand  for  this  variety,  the  early  export  grade  selling  at  from  $6.08  to 
$9.61  per  barrel.     There  was  practically  no  demand  for  Virginia  Yellow 
Newt  owns.    Light  supplies  of  New  York  Wealthys  were  offered  but  there  was 
practically  no  demand  for  that  variety.     The  offerings  of  Virginia  York 
Imperials  were  in  excess  of  demand  and  sold  slowly  at  from  $4.87  to  $6.08 
per  bbl.  as  compared  with  36.08  to  38.15  per  bbl.  last  week.  Miscellan- 
eous varieties  of  American  apples  in  tub  shaped  baskets  or  E.  Z.  Packs 
sold  at  from  30.73  to  $1.46  per  basket.    The  weather  in  the  United  King- 
dom at  the  present  time  is  mostly  rainy  and  cool  which  is  rather  unfav- 
orable for  fruit  consumption.
